Since fall and 
the start of school is here, now is 
the time that your local merchants 
are called upon almost daily to 
support somebody’s pet project. 
The following editorial appeared 
in a recent addition of The Azle 
News-Advertiser and was written 
by Don Richards, publisher. We 
feel it is worth passing along as it 
applies to Hamlin just as well as it 
applied to Azle. 


WHEN YOU try to build a 
community, dedication, pride and 
loyalty are just three of the vital 
factors. 
In the area of loyalty, “shop at 
home” is more than just a chamber 
of commerce slogan. If a com­ 
munity is to thrive and prosper, 
then loyalty to the local business 
community is an absolute must. 
We are always disturbed at 
suggestions at local meetings that 
goods, which are available from 
local merchants, be purchased out 
of town. 
Whether it be the city council, 
school board or hospital board, and 
whether it be a garden hoe or a 
complete concrete slab floor, we 
see no justification for a taxing 
agency to purchase out of town. 
Of course there are some items 
and services which cannot be 
obtained locally, but the vast 
majority of items are here at 
competitive prices. 
Simply stated, nobody cares a 
hoot about Azle (or Hamlin) except 
people in Azle (or Hamlin). They 
pay the taxes, they attend the 
schools and churches, they use the 
hospitals, police and fire depart­ 
ments. 
AND IT'S a two-way street—the 
merchant must offer a variety of 
goods and services at competitive 
prices, and we must buy here in 
order for him to keep providing 
products and services desired 
locally. 
And the more goods the mer­ 
chant stocks, the the more taxes he 
pays to local governmental units. 
The cycle is a fact of life and one 
that helps keep our economy 
strong. 
And while private citizens have 
an absolute right to purchase items 
where they choose, there’s still 
good and logical reasons to support 
local business firms. 
The following was posed to 
columnist Ann Landers by a man 
who obviously was a small mer­ 
chant. 
“...who do you ask to cash your 
checks? Who do you ask for credit 
when things are tight? Who do you

ON THE BALLOT 
(S.J.R. 49) 


Repealing Sections 49-d 
and 49-cM of Article III 
of the Texas Constitution, 
S.J.R. 49 amends Section 
49-c of Article III of the 
Texas Constitution to pro­ 
vide for and authorize an 
additional $400 million in 
Texas water development 
bonds that may be issued 
on approval of two-thirds 
of the members of each 
house of the Legislature 
for such water develop­ 
ment 
purposes 
as 
the 
Legislature may prescribe.

Dear editor: 
According to an article I 
read in a newspaper last 
night, the government is 
going to build the biggest 
windmill in the history of 
mankind, 
with 
blades 
spanning 200 feet on a tower 


140 feet high, to see how much 
electricity we can get from 
the wind. It’ll cost 7 million 
dollars and, if the wind 
doesn’t die too often, is 
supposed to generate enough 
electricity for 500 homes. 
I have given this con­ 
siderable thought and have 
run into a few stumbling 
blocks. For instance, the 


interest on 7 million dollars at 
7 per cent is $490,000 a year, 
which cranes to $960 per home 
if the windmill supplies 500, 
before any charge for elec­ 
tricity is added on.

That ought to produce 
enough electricity for one 
home, if you live in a windy 
part of the country.

The 
company will be known as 
General Wind, Incorporated, 
and while I have no notion a 
meter can be developed to 
measure the amount of wind 
Mowing through a windmill’s 
blades, there certainly is one 
you can put on the other side 
to measure the amount of 
electricity coming out.
